TAIWAN 

President Carter’s move to nor- 
malize relations with the People’s 
Republic of China included a-de- 
cision to end our mutual defense 
treaty with Taiwan. The decision 
lias sparked widespread controver- 
sy, in part because it has been 
widely misinterpreted. 

We are terminating our treaty 
relationship in accordante with 
the provisions of that tréaty, One 
provision allows each nation to 
cancel the agreement with one 
year’s: notice, We have, given our 
notice that ‘the treaty will end on 
Jan, 1, 1980, a year from now. 

This decision should in no way 
‘be considered an abandonment of 
Taiwan or the Chinese people who 
jive on the island. 

We have made it clear to the 
Chinese government on the main- 
land that we will continue to -pro- 
vide Taiwan with defense weapuns. 
We will continue the full range 
of cultural and business relation- 
ships which have developed over 
the past 20 years. We have just 
signed an agreement granting Tai- 
wan ‘most favored nation"’ status, 
an agreement which gives Taiwan 

referential treatment -in trade 
matters, 

And we have let it be known that 
we expect a pedceful resolution of 
the differences between Peking 
and Taiwan. If other than peaceful 
means. are attempted, we have 
made it clear that such a step 
would violate America’s interests 
in the Far Kast. 

When I visited China in Novem- 
ber, I was impressed ‘by the Chin- 
ese preocctipation with its modern- 
ization program. The internal poli- 
tics. of China, and its foreign. poli- 
cy, both seem geared to help 
China achieve its “Four Moderniza- 
tions,” and. become an’ industrial 
power by the year 2000. The Tai- 
wan question was a lower priority 
for the Mainland Chinese. than it 
was six years ago when President 
Nixon visited the country and the 
Shanghai Communique was:signed. 
The communique outlined the 
steps to be taken toward normal- 
ization. 

Normalization has come faster 
than many people expected. But 
our government has made it clear 
to the people of Taiwan since 
President Nixon’s visit that we 
would proceed toward full diplo- 
matic relations with China. 

Other nations, notably Japan, 
Australia and Canada, have taken 
steps~similar to those Presfdent 
Carter announced. ~~ 

They maintain relations with. Tai- 
wan through quasi-public corpora- 
tions rather than embassies. And 
trade with Taiwan in each ease 
has improved. Japan's trade with 
the island has tripled. Canada’s 
trade has increased by more than 
500%. 

I see no reason why our rela- 
tionship with Taiwan should not 
only continue, but improve, just as 
we expect to improve our trade 


ties and cultural exchanges with. 


the People's Republic.

Besides a var- 
ied stock of imported and domestic 
wine, beer and cheese’ including 
a number of Canadian favorites all 
displayed in rough sawed lumber 
racks, the shelves hold many hard- 
to-find specialties. These include 
such items as: Twining Tea, Eng- 
lish jams, marmalades and jellies 
—jellied mint for instance—spices 
and caviar. One can find both left 
and right handed spatulas, individ- 
ual hand cranked coffee grinders 
good for atmosphere or for grind- 
ing some of the special “Edel- 
weiss” blend coffee, al] according 
to the local chamber. 

Another feature which is just 
being unpacked is Sheila Water- 
house’s doll collection that will 
be exhibited in the store, adding 
a very personal touch. : 

Response from local and motel 
guest shoppers has been very 
pleasing so far according to the 
owhers. Knowing from first hand 
experience as chalet owners what 
the seasonal visitor wants “Edel- 
weiss” owners hope to provide a 
shopping selection that can be- 
come a valuable alternative in the 
Bethel market.

TAILGATING HIGHWAY PLOWS 
IS DANGEROUS PRACTICE 
SAYS MAINE D. O., T. 
Tailgating—the practice of fol- 
lowing the vehicle ahead of you 
too closely—is dangerous any time 
of the year, but it’s even mote so 


. during the winter months when 


there may be ice or snow on the 
pavement. It’s especially danger- 
ous if the vehicle ahead of you is 
a heavy dump truck rigged with a 
snow plow blade and wing in front 
and machinery on the rear to 
spread sand and salt on the high- 
way. 

“If you tailgate a snowplow- 
sanding truck,” said Martin Ris- 
sell, Maine Department of Trans- 
portation engineer-in-charge of 
maintenance and operations, “‘it’s 
entirely possible that sand or salt 
being spread on the road could 
fly onto your vehicle.” 

According to Rissell, there is 
only one answer. He says, “Motor- 
ists should not creep up behind a. 
snowplow that is spreading sand 
on the highway. The plow opera- 
tor is involved in a series of 
complicated manetivers, which in- 
clude steering, adjusting the plow, 
the wing, and the sand-spreading 
equipment, and controlling the 
truck’s speed.” ; 

Rissel said plow operators must 
do those thing practically simul- 


‘taneously while continuing to drive 


their trucks in a safe, prudent 
manner, watching for changes in 
terrain that affect the plow ad- 
justment, and keeping am eye on 
other motorists on the road. 

In advising motorists on how to 
deal, with snowplows on Maine 
roads, Rissel says, “As you ap- 
proach the truck from the rear, 
stay far enough behind so that 
you are out of range of the whir- 
ring spinner or spreader machin- 
ery and at the same iime within 
the range of the snowplow’ oper- 
ators rear-view mirrors.” Noting 
that visibility is often poor during 
a snow storm, he urged motorists 
to make every effort to stay out 
of the blindspot directly behind 
the snow plow.

white line because unless the plow- 
ed areas slightly overlap in the 
road, they may leave a windrow 
of snow down the center of the 
road.” , 

Rissel says, “When the plow op- 
erator sees you coming, he should 
slow down and ease back into his 
own lane. As you go by, he will 
slow or stop the spreading equip- 
ment to keep sand from needless- 
ly hitting your ear.” 

He also pointed out that motor- 
ists should be alert to snowplows 
operating in the left-hand lane of 
a multi-lane highway when snow 
js plowed into a median strip. 
“Many driver just naturally as- 
sume that the flashing lights they 
see ahead are on a snow plow in 
the right-hand lane and mentally 
prepare to pass it on the left,’ 
Rissel said. “Then,” he noted, 
“when they realize their error, it 
may be too late to avoid a potenti- 
ally dangerous situation involving 
not only the snowplow, but other 
motorists as well.” Rissel noted 
that trucks plowing from the left 
hand lane into the median are 
equipped with large signs advising 
motorists to pass.them on the 
right, but those signs can become 
snow-covered and difficult to read, 


He advised motorists to use cau-. 


tion in approaching snowplows on 
divided or multi-lane highways, 

Rissel says that most drivers 
realize that driving behind, or 
passing a snowplow, requires more 
care than meeting a more ordinary 
vehicle on the road. He pointed 
out.that snowplow drivers are also 
aware of that fact and are train- 
ed to watch out for other motor- 
ists. “But the training does no 
good if other drivers won’t give 
him a chance to use it.” says Ris- 
sel. “Motorists can help by stay- 
ing in view, not tailgating and 
making sure the road is clear 
ahead Vefore passing,” the MDOT 
official added... - 

“Drivers might also keep in 
mind that the reason the snow- 
plow is on the highway is to keep 
the roads open day and night all 
winter long so that other drivers

If you were only able to define 
less than half of the above, don’t 
feel badly, you are like 80% of 
the people in this country today. 

With more and more research 
being done and more and more 
eoncentration on various organs, 
functions and diseases of the body, 
there has been a tendency to 
splinter the healing arts profes- 
sion into very narrow, concentrat- 
ed disciplines, 

While this has had its benefits 
in terms of Specialized treatment, 
it has also given rise to some very 
basic problems. 

What happened to the “good ole 
family doctor’? Who is the point 


-of entry physician? Where does a 


person go for primary diagnosis? 
The average person doesn’t have 
the answer to those questions, As 
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a result, the fabs often tries to 
diagnose his or her own health 
problem and match it up with a 
specialty. Often, of course, the pa- 
tient is wrong and therefore goes 
to one doctor, only to be shuttled 
to another or several others before 
finding the one educationally spe- 
cialized to treat the problem, 

This tends to clog physicians’ 
offices with a traffic of people they 
can’t treat, depriving regular pa- 
tients of time. And it doen't do 
much for the ill persons either 
in that visiting doctors costs mon- 
ey. And nobody likes to spend 
money without getting the service 
he or she needs. 

The public is confused. And ey- 
en worse, many people who need 
treatment either put it off or just 
don’t bother to get it, because they 
don’t know where to go. 

On one hand you've got science 


and research shee for you to 
offer more effective treatment, 
while on the other hand, confu- 
sion and the cost of health care 
tend to work against the sick per- 
son seeking it out. 


Certainly the conscientious 
health practitioner is not at fault. 
Over-specialization, along with 


negligence on the part of the sci- 
ences to communicate to the con- 
sumer, is. We need a_ greater 
awareness as to who does what. 
Perhaps a catalogue of professions 
and what they do should be made 
available to every family. Perhaps 
definitions of the‘ professions 
should be taught in school, so that 
children grow up knowing the 
various health professions and 
what they can best treat. 

It would be impossible in this 
short article to define all the spe- 
clalties, However, for the sake of 


your health and well-being, some 
of the primary members of the 
health team are defined. Any of 
the below are trained and quali- 
field to diagnose a health problem 
within their scope of practice and 
make proper referral if the condi- 
tion dictates it, 

The Dentist—The men and wom- 
en of this profession devote spe- 
cial attention to the care and re- 
pair of human teeth and treatment 
of related diseases. 

The Optometrist — The health 
care professionals who specialize 
in the examination, diagnosis and 
treatment of conditions or impair- 
ments of the vision system. 


The Podiatrist—He or she is:a 
healing art specialist who studies 
and treats disorders of the feet. 


The Medical Doctor—There are 
mumerous specialties, including 


surgery, in this science and art 
of preventing, alleviating or curing 
disease, 

The Doctor of Chiropractic—The 
men and women of this profession 
emphasize the structural and fune- 
tional integrity of the body, de- 
voting special attention to the 
spine and nervous system in the 
treatment of health problems.
